WASHINGTON, June 22.—[By the Associ-. 
ated Press.] James Reubens, a Nez Perce 
Indian from Idaho, called on Secretary 
Noble and Acting Indian Commissioner 
Belt today and warmly protested in the 
name of his tribe against the retention in 
office of Charles E. Monteith as agent for 
his people. Monteith. was agent for the 
Nez Perces during the four years immedi- 
ately prior to 1856, when he was succeeded 
by George W. Morris. His present appoint- 
ment was made since the incoming of the 
present administration. Reubens repre- 
sented that during Monteith’s former term 
be had forfeited the respect and good will 
of the tribe by repeated acts of cruelty, 

on many occasions he had demonstra 
the fact that he had no interest whatever in 
the welfare of the Indians. Reubens said 
Monteith was a man totaily unfitted by. 
nature to occupy the ition he held, as 
was demonstrated by the fact that during 
his former term he had gained the ill- 
will and enmity of nearly every member 
of the tribe. He said further that his 
people would persistently oppose the allot- 
ment of their lands in severaity now being 
made by Miss Fletcher, unless Montieth 
was recalled aud another and

One of the most remarkable en- 
gineeri ing feats appears to have been

JUTIGALPA (Honduras), May 21.— 
[Special Correspondence of THE 
Times. Our journey from Comay- 
agua to this city was one of a varied 
and adventurous character. Our first 
real experience was one commanding 
no little diplomacy and some consider- 
able courage, through the disgraceful 
conduct of our moza, or muleteef. Any 
one who has traveled in this country 
and engaged the services of a moza, 
whose slowness and unfaithfulness are 
proverbial, can keenly appreciate our 
tribulation when, at 12 o’clock noon, 
on a bright day, we reached a little 
vill at the foot of the Cordilleras 
and this officious individual inform 
us that here he intended to stop for 


| fall into furious torrents, foaming 


madly over their rocky beds. Alto- 
gether, it was a gorgeous panorama, 
which seldom falls to the view of mor- 
tal eyes. When the storm had sub- 
sided night was upon us, and no sign 
of human habitation in view. Wehad 
to descend cautiously through the 
darkness, as many precipitous passes 
and yawning gorges imperiled our 
road at various points. ® finally 
reached a little lonely hacienda located 
upon one of the terraced plains of the 
mountain side, and here we stopped 
for the night. The hacienda was a very 
small, grass-roofed structure of one 
room, every crevice of which seemed 
filled with greasy, naked children and 
a few pieces of primitive furniture 
and cooking utensils. It was out of

lain is an elevated table-land, which, 

anned constantly by the invigorating 
trade winds, gives to Jutigalpa its 
widespread reputation for healthful- 
ness. It was founded in the latter 
part of the sixteenth 88 and in 
1671 was made the capital of Olancho. 
Being so far removed from other sec- 
tions of Honduras; and cut off by a 
high and broad chain of mountains, 
this city and department have long 
maintained an independent trade, 
which finds an outlet at Truxillo, or 
K. of the Guayape, yn and 
Wanks rivers. Until within recent 

ears it has been more or less nom- 
nally independent, eyen in politics, 
and virtually under the dominion ot 
the rich descendants of Gen. Geronimo 
Zalaya, who obtained an extensive 

rant from the Spanish crown in the 
ast century, which made him virtual 
master of the entire section. Many of 
his descendants still reside here, and 
are among the most affluent and in- 
fluential people of the country. As 
early as 1829, and when the young Re- 
public was struggling amid trials 
independence and self-government, 
an insurrection broke out in Olancho 
against the levying of taxes by the 
State government, but it was quelled 
in person by President Morazen. Such 
disturbances have often since oc- 
curred, and even now the le of 
Olancho seldom take any part in the 
Jaccios and political eruptions that 
often agitate other parts of the repub-

The most remarkable na- 
tive growth is a species of palm. The

There is a small grove only about 
five miles from Indio Station, and two 
or three miles further are the Thou- 
sand Palms.”’ 

The tree attains a heighth of from 
20 to 40 feet, and the body reaches two 
and a half feet indiameter. This 
beautiful palm is known to botanists 
as Washingtonia filifera. About 3000 
of these trees have escaped the van- 
dalism of visitors, who, from mere 
wantonness, set fire to the apron — 
dry leaves that covers the up
